MOTORCYCLES WILL NOT BE BANNED FROM OVERNIGHT CAMPING 
; By Barbara Adams Dahms 


SB 37, introduced by Senator John A, 
Nejedly, which would have banned motor- 
cycles from areas designated for over- 
night camping, has been dropped by the 
author. 

«It was not ту real intention to ban 
motorcycles from these areas,’’ Senator 
Nejedly explained, ‘‘But we had had 
problems which the park administrators 
would not handle because there were no 
laws on the subject. They have since 
decided that it is a matter which can be 
taken care of administratively.’ 

The Senator is aware of the legitimate 
right of motorcyclists to go motorcycle 
camping, or to take motorcycles along as 
a recreational activity while camping. 
*'The people we were concerned with,'' 
he said, *are people who haul in several 
bikes and ride around the campground 
tuning the engines, at five o'clock in 
the morning.” 

It might be noted here that more con- 
sideration by all of us motorcycle people 
for the people who don’t love cycles like 
we do, will help to prevent such laws as 
this from being introduced and maybe 
passed. There is a strong possibility that 
a certain amount of the noise attendant 
to riding may have to be sacrificed in 
behalf of rights to riding space, As more 
and more regulation of recreation and 
recreational area occurs (and itcertain- 
ly is going to, even though we'd like it 
otherwise) we stand a better chance of 
getting our fair share when we are 
cooperative and willing to work together 
with the other groups involved. 

Senator Nejedly feels thatthere should 
be moreareas specifically designated for 
motorcycle riding. ‘‘The East Bay Re- 
gional Parks have setaside certain areas 
for hill climbing and trail riding." 
Whenever there is an erosion problem 
the areas are moved and the previous 
area is replanted, This has worked out 
quite well," the Senator explained, '*We 
are now trying to see how fast we can 
move to have all state parks provide this 
sort of facility.’’ Motorcyclists from the 
East Bay area say that this has worked 
well, 

I told him that there is some concern 
that once special places are designated 


the motorcyclist will be told he can ride 
nowhere else as has tended to happen 
with camping. He said that he didn’t think 
this should make us reluctant to take the 
areas which we can have, ‘‘There is less 
space all the time and more demand for 
it. If we don’t designate certain areas 
now, eventually there will be none," 

Senator Nejedly is a strong conserva- 
tionist. Much of his efforts have been 
toward helping conservation, But this 
does not make him an enemy to motor- 
cycling, He feels as we do, that conser- 
vation is necessary if recreational areas 
are to continue to be available. As a 
matter of fact, conservationis necessary 
if our whole way of life is to survive, 

He attracted the alarm of motorcy- 
clists last year whena misunderstanding 
occured concerning an amendment he 
made to the California Trails Law, 
Senator Lagomarsino had included mo- 
torcycles rather offhandedly in the words 
of the law, The resulting impression was 
that horse trails would be the same as 
motorcycle trails, Senator Nejedly am- 
mended that motorcycles would be in 
specified areas in the parks, not on horse 
trails. Anyone who has had experience 
with motorcycles and horses will agree 
to this provision, It might also be men- 
tioned that a few irresponsible motor- 
cycle riders who think it's funny to tease 
horses with riders, usually girls, have 
caused motorcycles to be banned from a 
lot of convenient, close-in riding area, 
Enough girls on horses have been killed 
or seriously injured by these motorcycle. 
clowns to cause the horse- oriented west- 
ern culture to distrustall motorcyclists, 
Now that we’re trying so hard to get our 
fair share of space we don’t need any 
Ambassadors of ill-will riding about 
doing stupid things. 

Senator Nejedly is a member of the 
Committee on Health and Welfare, and 
the Committee on Water, Wildlife and 
Natural Resources. He is Vice-Chairman 
of the Committee on Local Government, 
He is a man to work with and he is open 
to our suggestions and needs.

WATSONVILLE, CALIF. Feb, 8, 1970— 
As one drives along Route 1 west of 
Watsonville, in the apple orchard area, 
one finds the new Apple-tree Motocross 
course, This track is destined to become 
one of the most difficult in the area. The 
terrain leands itself to the complications 
of a natural rough track, 

Fantastic is the first word I thought 
of after taking a few short laps. Sandy 
dirt with right and left variation turns 
keep one guessing, but they are fast 


enough to keep one thinking, The first 
two-thirds of the course are rough, You 
climb up a slight grade most of the time, 
then as it levels off coming around a 
turn you start a 60 percent downhill run, 
When you land and get your stomach 
back another downhill besets you, and 
you really slow down, This downhill 
isn't so rough and you climb back on the 
throttle, When you reach the bottom it's 
time to start lap two, 

The CMC North will hold the opening 
event on March 11, 1970 witha Motocross 
event, It should be an exciting day. 





Hare Scrambles By Hill And Gully M.C.

WEST RICHLAND, WASH, Feb. 8, 1970— 
Hill & Gully M/C sponsored one of the 
fastest Hare Scrambles this area has 
ever seen, Dirt roads accounted for 
eighty percent of the course, while be-

Seen again on his ol Bultaco was the 
area's top 200 class man Dave Friest- 
man, Holding first for the entire 15 lap 
requirement, he was sent around for 
another lap by mistake, only to be passed 
by Doug Graves, (Yam,), when his Bul 
lost compression just 300 yds. from the 
finish gate, Doug was awarded first and 
Dave given second. 

Helmet stickers were used for keeping 
track of laps which usually works out 
well, but this day the felt pens didn’t 
want to dry quickly and often the marks 
would become smeared. Misled by the 
theory that the race could be won within 
the five to ten feet of the check point if 
you were quick to move, many of the 
men found themselves making an extra 
lap.

Some sportsmen are naturals while 
Some are fashioned, but Dave Bickers, 
the world champion scrambles title- 
holder who will appear in the Interna- 
tional Rothmans Motocross series comes 
into the first category as he is a born 
motorcyclist, 

From the time he learned to walk, 
motorcycles became his passion, and an 
engineless machine was his childhood 
pride and joy. 

Dave's first **real' machine, bought 
with his own money, was a 1928 175cc 
Francis-Barnett and this set him back 
5 pounds, He did not ride this machine 
very often as it was always in the gar- 
age but Bickers maintains that it cer- 
tainly taught him much about the me- 
chanics of motorcycle. 

Two years later, at 14 years of age, 
he purchased a 1928 Model 18 Norton. 
Bickers claims that he wore a rut in the 
field where he rode it every day after 
school and it was at this stage that he 
knew he wanted to be a scrambles rider. 

At the age of 16 in 1954 the Dot and 
Bickers had their first outing ata scram- 
bles meeting at Burstall. There he 
Showed his ability from the start by 
winning his heat and finished third in 
the final, 

A month later he was granted senior 
status and from then on showed steady 
progress until 1956 when he joined Dot 
as a works rider, 

Later he changed to Greeves and this 
move was to bring his world success.

countries such as Switzerland, Belgium, 
France, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Italy, 
East Germany, Finland, Luxembourg, 
Sweden and Great Britain brought him 
the 1960 World 250cc title, 

In 1961 he won the championship again 
mounted on a Greeves but by the end of 
that season had begun to feel th strainof 
traveling and did not contest them the 
following year. 


For the next two years he again con- 
tested the World Championship events 
but seemed dogged by bad luck, He then 
decided to change to a privately owned 
Husqvarna which led to a brilliant winter 
series of T.V, scrambles in which he 
was unbeaten in the 250 class. 


A short tíme later, after months of 
indecision, he returned from Prague with 
two machines and a contract to ride for 
Czechoslovakian C,Z, This later led to 
him becoming the importer for Great 
Britain for the whole range of Czech 
machines, 

Since then although being again dogged 
with bad luck, he has never finished 
lower than fifth in the World Champion- 
ship table. This season he is not com- 
peting in the world events due to the 
pressure of business but is still having 
great success in Britain,

M.C Trails Committee Meets To Locate Land

CASTRO VALLEY, CALIF, Feb. 10, 1970 
— The Motorcycle Trails Committee, a 
sub-committee of the city of Hayward, 
held another meeting on the 10th of 
February at the Castro Valley Commun- 
ity Center, Over 100 riders and enthusi- 
asts attended the meeting in an effort to 
acquire land in the Bay Area to be used 
for motorcycle trails and off-road riding 
areas. 

It was pointed out by Reg Kittrelle 
and Jerry Bohon (co-chairmen of the 
committee) that there is an estimated 
total of 1,500,000 motorcycles in the 
Bay Area but virtually no public area 
devoted to the enjoyment of the sport. 
For all of the registered motorcycles, 
approximately $7,000,000 was collected 
for license fees, It seems that some of 
this money could be allocated back to 
the people who enjoy the sportintheform 
of trails and mechanical parks, ; 

Everyone whoattended the meeting was 
asked to submit information concerning 
possible riding areas to the land co- 
ordinator, Frans Scholin, The informa- 
tion should include: location of the area; 
accessibility; approximate size inacres; 
type of terrain, owner (if known) andany 
comments that might be beneficial to 
Frans when he contacts the owner, This 
information may be sent to Frans Scholin, 
450 Bonita Ave., Plesanton, Calif, 

Stressed throughout the entire meeting 
was the need to write to local senators 
and assemblymen and let them knowhow 
you feel, It was also mentioned that 
letters should be brief and concise and

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Ford Bovey Builds 160 MPH Racer He Can't Ride

GREAT FALLS, Mont, — He loves the 
sport of motorcycle racing so much he 
has invested $2,500 in a custom-built 
racing bike he can't ride. 

Ford Bovey, 24-year-old son of for- 
mer State Sen. and Mrs, Charles A, 
Bovey, whose legs were paralyzed when 


he suffered a broken back more than two 
years ago, has found his way to get into 
the sport he loves. 

In most cases, if a person is an avid, 
ardent enthusiast about a sport, they 
participate. But, in Bovey’s case it is 
physically impossible. 

“I guess a guy has to love the sport of 
motorcycle racing to do what I am doing,” 


says the bearded Bovey who became 


interested in motorcycles about six years 
ago. 

He didn’t race then, he says, but ‘‘just 
rode...mostly on the highways, out on the 
open road or up to his parent’s cabin 
in the hills, 

Then, in 1967, tragedy struck, 

While climbing a cliff on the West

Coast, Bovey fell and his back was 
broken, ‘‘I spent eight and a half months 
completely paralized in the hospital," 
he recalls. 

The husky youngster has partially 
recovered and now walks with the aid of 
two heavy black canes, But, he can’t 
ride motorcycles, 

The racing cycle, purchased through 
a Great Falls dealer, started out as a 
Triumph Bonneville, It was completely 
reworked. 

The cylinder head was sent to Cali- 
fornia where the spark plug was relocated 
on top, making it a complete hemisperi- 
cal head. A special racing magneto and 
camshaft was installed and several other 
“goodies’? added to pep up the power. 

“Its a 650cc machine, weighing 285- 
pounds, turning out 75 horsepower, which 
gives a tremendous power to weight 
ratio," says Rob Slack of Slack’s Cycle 
Sales where the bike was built,

Top speed on the sleek looking motor- 
cycle that has aluminum wheels and 
fiberglass components to keep the weight 
at a minimum should be in the 160 mile 
per hour bracket, according to Slack, 

“It is one of the lightest and cleanest 
looking machines I’ve ever seen,’’ he 
adds. ‘‘Bovey ordered nothing but the 
best and that’s what he got, 

‘With the right jockey,’’ Slack adds, 
«the cycle should be a national winner,’’ 

Bovey says he has lined up Howard 
Kaiser, of Billings, Mont., widely known 
motorcycle racer who has attained na- 
tional rating as an amateur, to ride the 
machine in competition, 

Bovey has plans of entering the motor- 
cycle in many of the major racing events 
across the United States, starting with 
the Northwest Championships at Boise, 
Idaho, April 4-5, which unofficially opens 
the cycle racing season, 

Then, the following weekend, there is 
the 200- mile Nationals at Atlanta, '«Iam 
going to try and make it to that,’’ says 
Bovey. 

“The doctors says my chances of 
recovering are real good,’’ he adds, ‘‘I 
am getting better all the time...and when 
that day comes, I am going to give cycle 
racing a try.’’ 

With the high hopes and determination 
Bovey has, he will make it. But, mean- 
while, he is still participating in the sport 
of motorcycle racing...in his own way.

FT. WORTH, TEXAS, Feb. 1, 1970— With 
fifteen points each, riders Mike Johnson 
(Sachs), Wyman Priddy (Maico) and Ken- 
neth Wilson (CZ) now lead the current 
Texas motocross championship series 
after posting wins in the 125cc, 250cc 
and Open classes, respectively, in the 
opening event at Motorsport Park at 
Fort Worth, Second, third and fourth in 
the 125cc Senior class were John Lough- 
lin (American Eagle), Ernie Russell 
(American Eagle) and Perry Lorenz 
(Penton). 

Following Wyman Priddy in the 250cc 
class were Bill Kasson (CZ), David 
Dismukes (CZ) апа F. D. Brewer 
(Yamaha). 

Open class runners up were Floyd 
Hungerford (Husqvarna), Gayle Bradley 
(CZ) and David Hickman (Bultaco), 

First place winners received fifteen 
points, with twelve points going to second 


place, ten to third, followed by nine, 
eight, etc., for the top ten finishers, 
There will be eleven more events in the 
series, and a rider’s ten best finishes 
will be counted toward the championship, 
Championship winners in each class will 
be sent (expense paid) to Saddleback 
Park, California to compete in the Inter- 
Am series later this year, 

Although it is too early to forecast 
championship winners inthe 125cc class, 
in the 250cc class Wyman Priddy has 
been a consistent winner, but Bill Kasson 
will keep Wyman from loafing, Kenneth 
Wilson will be very hard to beat in the 
Open class, Gayle Bradley is competition 
for Ken, but the other strong contenders, 
Ramon Dasch, PatRogers and Joe Rachel 
have yet to make a bid. The competition 
stands to grow more intense as the 
season progresses.

We got a kick out of one of the letters in ‘‘Voices’’ this past week from a gentle- 
man who took great exception to the fact that Saddleback Park made him wear a 
helmet when he wanted to go in to play, He felt it was against his personal rights and 
that to make him wear one showed Park people didn’t have any Faith (obviously 
meaning the religious kind). 

Well, that last statement is obviously a little too deep to go into but we know lots 
of riders who have Faith, (me included even if at times I don’t tolerate things with 
what is known as the Christian attitude as the vicar used to say) who still believe in 
safety equipment, and wear it, So O.K, I resent the Gc yernment telling me I have to 
wear it but when you are on private property such as Saddleback, they can make it 
mandatory to have you wear anything they feel will add to safety. The AMA. does too. 
Crashes can be frequent when people are running around all over the place and just 
ask a doctor how small a bump it is the skull have to take before damage is done, 
Make sure he’s a friendly one, most of them HATE motorcycles because they’ve 
seen too much damage done to riders that a little simple safety equipment could 
have prevented,

Funny thing is, you rarely see the big names even warm up a bike without that 
helmet going on, One time we watched Chuck Minert just puttering around the Perris 
gravel pit at about three miles an hour but his helmet was on, There is more than 
one rider whose riding career was ruined due to justplaying around without a helmet. 
A skid lid would have saved them. 

To people like that above mentioned chap we admit that you have your rights just 
as we have ours and if you want to ride sans helmet, scat out to a place like Holiday 
where you can ride all you want with no one telling you what you can or cannot wear. 
People who own tracks etc. have enough troubles with insurance and possible law- 
suits to risk letting you out without equipment, 5 

To be really serious for a bit this is a problem that affects all clubs, scrambles 
and desert so we'll make up one of our little tales to illustrate what we mean and see 
if it doesn’t make some of your hair curl, California laws are different than other 
parts of the country. Did you know you cannot sign away your liability here? That 
someone is always liable for you? So, we’ll say this is District 1425 in California 
and you drive a ways to ride a scramble in Moosejaw County put on by the Jolly 
Rogers M,C, Crikey, if you blow it and fall on your noggin in a turn and the flagman 
was so drunk or stoned he couldn’t even signal the rest of the pack or help get your 
bike off the track, Here come the rest of the gang and run over you or some other 
horrid thing happens. O.K. You could sue the club for negligence regardless of sign- 
ing that entry form and you can also have a go at the land owner too, not to mention 
the group who sanctioned the race in the first place! Incorporation won’t save the 
Jolly Rogers either, With a sharp lawyer it’s barely worth the paper it’s on, The 
whole club is liable, losing you each personally some bread, 

Now most of us realize that no one forced us on that track in the first place and 
take our lumps with a smile (would you believe a snivel?) but legitimate complaints 
can end up in court, 

If you broke your something-or-other sometime ago and are now thinking ‘‘Aha’”’ 
after reading this, forget it, It's notas easy as that but the problem is serious enough 
that some Districts are considering insurance against this sort of thing where 
everyone would be covered, a type of blanket policy for the whole season, 

*Nuff said for that subject but doesn't it make you wish for the old days when 
there weren't so many laws and damn rule books? 

Perris is taking a turn for the better again this season.. The Burtons are trying to 
separate the racers and spectators a bit better with separate parking for each 
faction and the starting line in front of the tower, to give more room for vehicles. 

We loved seeing Huntington Beach list the Junior and Senior pit racers in their
